Letters of an Air Raid Warden, written in September and October 1940, 
during the bombing of London. They deal with incidents and results of 
the raids but contain less narrative than quiet meditation on people and 
places and religious and literary themes. 


WHO ARE THE AMERICANS? William Dwight Whitney. Eyre e” 
Spottiswoode, 7s. 6d. 


A short but illuminating account of the United States, their people and 
politics, and their attitude towards Europe. The author, a well-known 
American lawyer, served in the Royal Air Force in the last war and is now 
in the British Army. 


GERMAN oOpyssEY. Otto Zarek. Cape, 10s. 6d. 


The autobiography of a German-Jewish writer and artist who lived for 
many years in Munich, Vienna, Berlin and Budapest, where he met most 
of the interesting figures of the period and watched the growth of the Nazi 
movement. The author has now found refuge in England.
